Joint Meeting of Commissioners and Executive Committee 
County of Cheshire 


August 23, 1966 
Present: Comms. Russell, Gutoski, Pierce 
Reps. Heald, Totman, Allen, Pollock, Spitzli. 

Chairman Heald called the meeting to order at 2 P. M. 

Spitzli was asked to serve as acting clerk. 

1. Comm. Russell explained that the Comms. had hired 
an engineer to draw up a specification for a new boiler for 
the Court House. This specification was put out to bid. Only one 
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bid was received. Economy Coal & Oil Co. bid $3797.00 for the 
installation using a steel boiler and $3695.00 for the same using 
a cast iron boiler. The Delegation had appropriated $3000.00 
for replacing the boiler based on the best information avail- 
able at the time. Comm. Russell asked for the approval of the 
Exec. Comm. that this bid be accepted although there had been 
but one and for the additional] funds over the original appro- 
priation. 

Pollock moved, Totman seconded, passed: that the bid of 
$3695.00 for the cast iron boiler completely installed and in- 
stallation accepted, as satisfactory, be accepted. 

Totman moved, Allen seconded, passed: that the entire 
cost of the boiler, $3695.00 be taken from the Capital Reserve 
Fund. 

2. Comm. Russell offered for discussion another bid from 
Economy Coal & Oil Co. the amount of $1295.00 for rezoning 
the heating system in the Court House, using two thermostats. 
He explained that there has been dissatisfaction with the tem- 
peratures in different parts of the Court House when control 
comes from one thermostat in the Comms. office. It developed 
in discussion that, now, radiators are turned off when a room 
is not in use and may be turned off if a room is overheated. 

Pollock moved, Totman seconded, passed: to lay the matter 
on the table. 

3. Comm. Gutoski had information available for discus- 
sion of improvements in the House of Correction but it was de- 
cided to wait until the Comms. had had further chance to re- 
view it. He suggested that the Exec. Comm. meet again with 
the Commissioners to go over their project. 


4, At Ch. Heald’s request some comparative figures were 
supplied by the Comms. on the sheriff’s salary and expenses. 
Inasmuch as the figures did not appear to be complete, Ch. 
Heald asked to have them made more comprehensive, cover- 
ing at least a three year period. 


5. Comm. Gutoski presented again the proposal to have 
the County take on correlation of Civilian Defense through 
the Director of Mutual Aid, stressing especially the aid to 
towns in obtaining surpluse commodities and equipment. After 
some discussion of the prime objective of CD and responsibility 
of the towns under current law, Ch. Heald suggested the mat- 
ter be passed over until such time as legality, cost ete. could 
be determined. 

6. After discussion of approval of Maplewood Nursing 
Home under the Medicare program, 

Allen moved, Pollock seconded, passed: that 

A. The Comms. make every effort to get approval of 
Maplewood. 
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B. Determine whether it can be approved as a hospital 
or only a nursing home. 
C. Take steps so that every eligible patient is enrolled. 

7. The Comms. offered a complete physical inventory of 
materials and equipment at the County Farm, approved by 
them and to be offered to the new manager for signature. 

Allen moved, Pollock seconded, passed: that the Exec. 
Comm. approve the inventory as sbmitted. 

8. Ch. Heald announced that there will be a meeting of 
the Directors of the Mutual Aid at Meadowood at a date as 
yet not fixed and to which the Exec. Comm. is invited. 

9. The meeting was adjourned until a date to be set 
by the Comms. to consider their proposal for improvements in 
the House of Correction.

1. The quarterly Financial Statement of the Commis- 
sioner’s was reviewed and discussed. It was noted that a break- 
down of the cash condition was not provided the committee as 
had previously been requested. 

2. Voted to request the Commissioners to have all ex- 
pense accounts available to the Exective Committee at each 
quarterly meeting of the committee. 

3. Voted to authorize transfer of County Farm Funds to 
allow for the purchase of a pick-up truck during present fiscal 
year (1966). Condition of a truck now in use was explained by 
Supt. Waterman. 
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4, Mr. Sheldon Barker, representing Mutual Aid, re- 
quested that funds of Mutual Aid, now held by the Com- 
missioner’s office, be transferred to the Treasurer of the 
Mutual Aid. Committee instructed Mr. Barker to take this 
matter up directly with the Commissioners. 

Dd. Supt. Waterman read a letter from Warden Parker 
Haneock which indicated that conditions at the Cheshire 
County Jail were not satisfactory. 

6. The Delegation voted to hold the next meeting at the 
County Court House on Tuesday, December 27, 1966 at 2:00 
P. M., with the County Commissioners, for the purpose of audi- 
ting the books and records of the County Commissioners.

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 

In keeping with the statutes of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners present their annual report for the 
year 1966: : 

Mr. and Mrs. Royal E. MeGirr, who had been at the County 
Farm as Superintendent and Matron for a period of about ten 
years, submitted their resignation on September ist. While they 
were at the County Farm there was a great deal accomplished 
in up-grading the entire institution. 

In providing a replacement, the Commissioners were ex- 
ceptionally fortunate to obtain the services of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Waterman as Superintendent and Matron. Mr. 
Waterman has had twenty years of experience in County Farm 
management and Mrs. Waterman is a qualified Registered 
Nurse. 

The Commissioners were able to hold down the expenses 
of the Welfare Department due to increase in employment in 
this area, the fact that we had only about $100 in hospital bills 
for families on relief in 1966 as compared with a total of over 
$3,000 in 1965, that many young mothers were eventually 
transferred to State Aid, and the experience of our Welfare 
Worker, Mrs. Barbara Reid. The rate of board paid for foster 
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homes was increased last spring which resulted in a larger 
expense for board and care of children. 

Two newly elected Commissioners, Mr. Harold E. Savage, 
who has had many years in public service, and Mr. Evans H. 
Barrett, well-known dairy farmer, will bring to the County 
of Cheshire a wealth of knowledge and experience. 

A new procedure has been adopted whereby the Com- 
missioners and Superintendent of the County Farm will meet 
every other week at the farm. The alternate week the Com- 
missioners will meet at the Court House. 

The continued excellent care and thoughtful consideration 
to the elderly people at Maplewood Home is greatly appreci- 
ated by the Commissioners. 

The cooperation of all County officers is recognized by 
the Commissioners.

The annual report of the Cheshire County Home, Maple- 
wood Hospital, House of Correction and Jail is herewith sub- 
mitted: 

This report is a rather difficult one for us to submit, inas- 
much as we were appointed September 1, 1966 to our new, 
positions. We have been plagued with serious illness from 
the time we took charge, which has made it a struggle to keep 
the institution running smoothly. Thanks to the support and 
cooperation of all our Commissioners by voting a salary scale 
and wage adjustment, we have had good cooperation from 
the staff. 

The garden was rather disappointing this year, due to 
lack of help our crops were far from being a success. However 
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our herd has shown some improvement. The corn crop was 
very good. The trial plot carried on with the Extension Ser- 
vice came out very well with some real high yields. The Soil 
Conservation Service, Forestry Service, and Extension Service 
have been a great help to us in preparing and presenting a 
program for the use and development of our farm. 

The hospital continues to operate with a waiting list. New 
venetian blinds have been installed on all sun porches, this 
fall. This not only keeps the sun out when warranted but 
helps keep out the draft on cold wintery days and nights. 

We are most grateful to the citizens of Cheshire County 
for their evidence of interest and concern for interest in the 
administration of the institution, and the comfort and hap- 
piness of our patients through the many contributions, such 
as flowers, birthday recognition, visiting groups, Christmas 
earoling, and donations of gifts, Holiday favors for trays, 
entertainments and volunteer time contributed. This tremen- 
dous interest of the citizens of the County to assist in these 
many ways is gratefully acknowledged by all. 

Rev. Ira Chase, along with Cheshire County Council of 
Churches, has been very cooperative in helping us set up some 
Protestant religious service. Father Hewitt is very faithful 
in taking care of all our Catholic needs. We wish to thank 
all the Clergy for their cooperation. 

Finally, we wish to express our deep appreciation to the 
Staff Doctors, Commissioners, Sheriff, County Attorney, Clerk 
of Court, Office Staff at the Court House, and Staff at the 
County Home for their assistance in helping us get acquainted 
and their support and cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY ATTORNEY 


1966 
Last year I reported that as a result of recent United 
States Supreme Court decisions in the field of criminal law 
that criminal investigations had been profoundly affected and 
that it was necessary to review obtaining of evidence and ad- 
missions by the law officers concerned in the investigation of 
criminal matters. Over the past year we have had many oceca- 
sions to talk with chiefs of the various local police departments 
and their officers and also with the chief of the Keene Police 
Department and his officers and the Sheriff and his deputies 
relative to problems in the field of criminal investigations and 
new procedures to be followed. In addition, I have participated 
in formal programs of instruction put on by the Keene Police 
Department and by the Cheshire County Peace Officers As- 
sociation. There has been a close working relationship in 
Cheshire County by the various law enforcement branches and 
there has been a ready exchange of information by these 
agencies.

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In general the majority of the time spent by the County 
Attorney has been in advice to other law enforcement officials 
in the investigation, handling and prosecution of various erim- 
inal offenses. Sometimes the amount of time involved in the 
actual trial or disposition of the cases is less time consuming 
than the investigation through the arrest phase of the case. 

Last year I reported that there were fourteen deaths as 
a result of automobile accidents. In 1966 there were twenty- 
one deaths in Cheshire County. Because of the frequency of 
serious and fatal accidents all law enforcement agencies have 
concentrated thoroughly on motor vehicle violations and have 
been very thorough in their investigation of the serious cases. 

There are two other cases affecting the County which are 
still pending in Court. One involves a suit against the County 
for injuries caused to a citizen by an escapee from the House 
of Correction. The other involves liability for support of a 
certain family. Both of these cases will probably be decided 
in 1967.

SHERIFF’S REPORT 1966 


To the Honorable Board of County—Commissioners and 
Voters of Cheshire County: 

As Sheriff of Cheshire County I herewith submit my 
report for the year ending December 31, 1966. 

We have just completed a full year of operation of the 
Department where the Sheriff was on salary and the trans- 
portation was furnished by a County operated vehicle. This 
vehicle was used some over forty thousand miles in that time 
and was used to transport all prisoners from the Court House 
to the County Jail, Manchester Jail, Industrial School, State 
Prison and the State Hospital. It was also used in all criminal 
investigations. [ am sure this system has been a benefit finan- 
cially and has contributed to the efficiency of the Department. 

The Department has been able to give greater assistance 
to several Towns in Cheshire County who have added several 
radios to the system which is handled through the Sheriff’s 
Office and the County Dispatch Center on Vernon Street. We 
have also added several more receivers which makes it possible 
for us to communicate with many of the outside law enforce- 
ment agencies both in this State and the adjoining States. 

I wish to express my thanks and appreciation for the 
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cooperation and assistance I have received from all law en- 
forcement agencies and officials and the citizens of Cheshire 
County.

FIRE MUTUAL AID SYSTEM 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners, Members of 
the County Delegation and the Voters of Cheshire County. 

It is with considerable pleasure that I submit my Annual 
Report for 1966. 

The aim of the Southwestern New Hampshire District 
Fire Mutual Aid System is to provide more efficient and better 
cooperation between the various member Fire Departments in 
the protection of Life and Property. One of the major factors 
in carrying out this aim is our Emergency Control Center 
manned around the clock, equipped with modern alerting and 
receiving devices. Professional Dispatchers are able to alert 
thirty-eight Fire Depts. by sounding their fire alarms by radio 
upon receipt of an alarm of fire at the Center. 

These Departments are also alerted for automatic response 
to neighboring Towns to fill an emptied Station and more im- 
portant, Directly to a fire in an oceupancy which has been 
pre-determined that outside aid will be necessary and a Pre- 
plan has been set up which is activated by the Dispatcher. Our 
Pre-planning program is receiving much of our attention at 
the present time and is being rapidly expanded. 

Our Dispatchers handle many Telephone calls of all types, 
Emergency, non-emergency and business. We have scheduled 
radio tests weekly in addition to many unscheduled tests at 
all times of the day, Fire Alarms activated by radio are tested 
regularly. The increase in the amount of Radio Transmissions 
handled for other than Fire indicate the service offered to the 
public covers all types of emergencies of which the receipt of 
fire calls is only one part of our service.
